Taken before a Select Committee of the 
House of Commons. 

EXTRACT. 

“ Have you ever the higher classes of mechanics 
whoare in the receipt of large wages, 49s. a week, 
brought before you on charges of drunkenness ?—

1 cannot say that the number is increased, because 
they come only occasionally. Lf the committee 
will give me leave, Lwill mention a case, to show 
the baneful and dreadful effects of drinking upon 
that class,te which allusion is made; it was the 
case of u discovery being made ofa family in a state 
that if it had not been, it could not have been believ- 
ed. I think there were four children ; there was 
no bed, a few old ragsin the corner, into which they 
huddled; all occasions of nature in both ways were 
done in the room, and it was quite clear, for the 
vommon purposes of nature, that they never went 
any where else. Upon information being given, 
they were all taken and brought before me, and the 
mother captured and the father, and brought before

EDUCATION. 

Sketch of the difficulties encountered by the early 
sctilers in Illinois, to educate their children. 
By Robert Lemen. 

The following sketch was read at a meeting of 
ministers and other brethren for mutual improve- 
ment, more than a year since, and handed over to 
us for publication, We regrat that 
published sooner, though the facts have lo-t none of 
their interest by thedelay. The paper was filed 
with other papers, and forgotten from time to’ time. 
Mr. Lemen is an old citizen of this country, and his 
statements may be relied on as a graphic sketch vt 
bygone years.— Ed. Pioneer.

Having been requested to give a short history of 
the difficulties encountered| by the early settlers in 
Illinois, to educate their children, and having been 
myselfaneye witness of the same, it nay, perhaps, 
be my duty tocomply. If the relation was only to 
be given to those who, like myself, obtained their 
small share of education under all the unfavorable 
circumstances that existed atthat early date, and 
whose acqu:reiments were similar to my own, I could 
do it with the greater freedom. But when I con- 
sider the vast change that 46 years have brought 
about, which is the !ength of time I have lived in 
Illinois, respecting information, I view myself, as 
it were, surrounded by another race of beings, and 
I feel a degree of reluctance ; and, like the title 

ge of Lorenzo Dow’s Buok, it will be a “short ac- 
count of a long journey.” 

In July, 176, my father moved to this country. 
A few diys before his arrival at the place intended, 
a family was murdered by the Indians. This dis- 
treseing occurrence made it necessary for the inhab- 
itants, Rite in number, to collect together in a 
small fort, and the only subject for discussion was 
how to devise the best possible means to secure 
themselves from danger while they procured the 
necessarics of life, which was with great peril, on 
account of the sword in the wilderness. In this 
state of things, nothing was said, and but little tho’t 
of, about education. [tis also to be recollected, that 
the early settlers in Illinois were chiefly what was 
called “ back woods men,” who had but little or no 
education themselves, having been raised on the 
irontiers. 

The most important lesson taught the son by 
the father, was to use his rifle, the report of which ter- 
rified their enemies, the Indians, and by which they 
eecured their gaine, which they in a great meas- 
ure depended on for a support, and of which there 
was abundance. The tales of shooting the buck, 
instantly loading the* gun, looking in every direc- 
tion for fear of being overheard ; the creeping into 
sink holes or caves in search of the bear with torches 
in their hands, were heard with attention and inter- 
est. The first school of which I recollect, was 
taught at Belletontain, near Waterloo, by a man by 
the name of Francis Clark. Unfortunately for 
himeelf'and the children, he was an intemperate 
man, but the people were under the necessity of do- 

ing the best they could. 

The next schoo] was taught by one Charles 


O’Hara. He was, by profession, a Roman Catho- 
| lic, and loved a dram, but all this had to be encoun- 
|}tered. Another difficulty was the scarcity of books. 


skins (specie being out of the question) it was diffi- 
| cult to make change, and children were neglected 
| forthe want ofbooks. Some of the reading books 
| were those that were ill suited to the youthful mind; 
}such as the Arabian Night's Entertainment, Rob-

| evening amusements, made such an impression on 
)my childish mind that it was a number of years be- 
| fore I could throw it off. And to use words of the 
| Scottish Poet, Mr. Burns, when travelling alone on 
| dark nights, through lonesome places, in spite of all 
| I could do, 1 would keep a sharp look out. 

The mau from whom | received the principal 
| partof my small share of education, was by the name 
‘of Thomas Halfpenny. He was an honest, industri- 

ous teacher, but a poorscholar. ‘This was unfortu- 
nate, as he taught aconsiderable length of time.— 
Dut the greatest difficulty of all, a number cared 
little or nothing about education, and some would 
argue that learning only qualified men for dishon- 
esty, and a number of children grew up to be men 
and women without knowing how to read or 
write. 

But I should find no plea to excuse myself if 1 
should overlook those few amongst them who loved 
and feared their God, who kept in their chest or on 
their shelf the holy scriptures, which they prized 

'above the treasures of earth, and who spent thei: 
evenings around the dim lamp reading and medita- 
ting on the word of God, and would meet together 
on Sabbath days,and read afew chapters, sing a 

few psalms, and disperse. No public prayer was 
addressed to a throne of grace, but doubtless sin- 
| cere, fervent secret prayer was offered up to God.—

Enquiier, is the best evidence that 
slaves are sometimes sold by the executors of the 
estates of deceased persons; and if they, as execu- 
tors, do their duty as such,.(the law compels them to 
do so,) will sell the slaves as they would other prop- 
erty, in such a manner as will produce the most 
money. If a mother and her child will bring the 
more money by being sold together, they are sold 
together; butif they will bring the most by being 
' separated, they will unquestionably be sold sepa- 
rately.

REMARKABLE PHENOMENON. 
On Monday evening, says the Liverpool [{ Eng. ] 
Courier, Nov. 3d, about 8o’clock,a singular lumin- | 
ous appearance was seen in the heavens, commen- | 
cing near the western horizon, and after extending 
in a continuous line through the meridian of the! 
heavens, finally losing itself near the brilliant plan- 
et Jupiter, which then shone with resplendent tus- 
tre in the east, about twenty degrees above the hor’ 
zon. It presented the aspect of a beauteous trans- | 
parent zone of light, of nearly equal width, from six 
to seven degrees, throughout the entire leneth of 
the line, and very much resembling the representa- 
tions we have of the milky-way.
